Carrying a small 
brown satchel, 


Salem came to'lhe Klysee and asked 
for President Milleniml, explaining 
to the guard who questioned him that 
he had a letter for the president. 
Noting n somewhat dazed look in Sa- 
leni's face, the guard suspected the 
man was mentally unbalanced and 
took the letter,, promising to deliver 
it to the president personally. 
At 


this the youth suddenly , inquired 'if 
the president's carriage had left the 
palace, lie apparently not- knowing 
that M. Millenmd was nt Kambouil- 
let. The guard unthinkingly replied 
that the automobile bad just left. Sa- 
lem then quickly drew a small revol- 
ver of an obsolete, type and fired 
point blank at a car that happened 
to be in the front driveway\of tbc 
Klysee. At the same instant the guard 
seized Salem's arm violently, and the 
youth collapsed.

in military history. 


An army of 150,000 men well or 


panized and equipped, has been trans- 
formed in less than two weeks in a 
virtual band of refugees. 


An official Turkish statement says 


400 Greek officers and 10.000 
men 


have been captured together 
with 


much material. 


The Greek losi of morale is illus- 


trated by the reported refusal of a

In the course of 
his eloquent and able address Mayor 
Minshall upon behalf of Colonel En- 
derlin presented to the family of Col- 
onel lliggins aud to the community 
the monument erected to his memory.

and heartily cheered and applauded 
as he slowly arose to address the 
great audience. Exhibiting deep emo- 
tion he said: "We sometimes have 
emotions in our breasts which words 
cannot express and I hold that this is 
one of those times.
